Said to Have Bolted the Chicago 
Ticket—Senator Jones to Fol.

Cincinnati, June 29.—[By the Asso- 


Prohibition National Convention put in 
a hard day’s work, ending tonight after 
three sessions. A permanent organiza- 
tion has been effected, with Eli Ritter 
of Indiana, as presiding officer and Sam 
Small, the Georgia evangelist as secre- 
tary, and tomorrow the convention will 
be ready to pass upon the platform and 
nominate candidates. Ina general way 
tonight, Bidwell of California seems to 
have the lead for the Presidential nomi- 
nation, while Demorest of New York is 
as yesterday. 

Judge McCullough of Illinois gained a 
great'deal of ground during the day. 

The proceedings before the Platform 
Committee show that there is a decided 


strong and advanced grounds on various 
public questions other than prohibition. 
THE CONVENTION MEETS. 

The big Music Hall was gay with 
bunting, plants, flowers, temperance 
inscriptions and portraits of Washing- 
ton, Lincoln, Neal Dow, and Frances 
Willard, when the Sixth National Con- 
vention of the Prohibition party was 
called to order by Chairman Dickie of 
the National Committee, this morning. 
The proceedings opened with the hymn, 
‘‘America,’’ by the organ, the audience 
rising and joining in singing. At the 
conclusion of the hymn, Dr. J. G. Evans 
of Hedding College, Illinois, offered 
prayer. 

Rev. Dr. M. C. Lockwood of Cincin- 
nati, welcomed the delegates in behalf 
of the city and State, saying among 
other things that the organized labor 
of the country is beginning to appre- 
ciate the fact that the labor and saloon 
problems are inseparable; that labor 
ceculd never rise while the saloon 
flourishes. 

Prof. Dickie responded in behalf of 
the delegates and said Prohibitionists 
knew precisely what they are here for 
and exactly where they were going. 
There wus no danger of any obstacle 
diverting them from their relentless 
purpose. ‘‘We are here,’’ he «dded, 
“to put candidates in nomination and 
keep them in the field until the polls 
are closed next November.’’ This allu- 
sion to fusion with the People’s party 
was loudly applauded. The speaker 
further declared that the delegates are 
here to make an unequivocal piatform, 
and closed by naming ex-Gov. John P. 
St. John as temporary chairman. 

_ Wild cheering and the waving of flags 
and handkerchiefs greeted the mention 
of the famous Kansan’s name, and was 
renewed as he stepped on the platform 
aad: assumed the gavel. 3 

ST. JOHN'S SPEECH. 

Ex-Gov. St. John thanked the conven- 
tion for the honor of being chosen to 
preside over the ‘‘the greatest, grand- 
est convention in sobriety, moral force 
and brain power ever convened on 
American soil,’ and continued: 

lt represents the party that dares to do 
right because it is right, to condemn.wrong 
because itis wrong. “It stands for peace, 
prosperity and happiness to. every home 
and death to every saloon in the land. It 
demands for woman equal payin the shop 
and cqual say at the polls; a fair bal- 
lot for the white men of Pennsylvania and 
Delaware as well as for the black man of 
Mississippi and South Carolina; that North 
and South, East and West, rich and 
poor, shall have protection to their 
lives and property; that the expenses of 
the Government be levied on the wealth in- 
stead ofthe necessities of the people. We 
claim that any system which imposesa 
high tariff on the food, fuel and clothing of 
the poor and lets the diamonds of the rich 
come in free, legalizes robbery under the 
guise of protection and ought to be forever 
abolished; that all money should be issued 
by the Government; every dollar of which, 
whether of gold, silver, or paper, should 
stand upon an equality before the law for 
all purposes; that the coinage of both met- 
als be free. 

The speaker continued, urging Gov- 
ernment ownership of railway and tele- 
grapb lines, the election of President, 


o | Vice-Presidents and Senators by direct 


vote; the extension of the Presidential 
term tosix years with no successive 
term, andthe suppression of monopo- 
lies, 

He continued. 

The legalized liquor traffic for beverage 
purposes is the greatest monopoly that ever 
existed. It destroyes 150,000 lives and 
costs $1,500,000,000 annually. It sends 
misery, poverty, crime and heart-ache 
broadcast among the people. It is a pro- 
duct of Democratic and Republican rule, a 
damning blot upon civilization, asin against 
God, and ought to be acrime against nu- 
manity and driven fromthe face of the 
earth. The Prohibition party is the only 
party that dares tofight this mightiest 
curse ofthe world, Here we are and we 
have cometo stay. From this hour let ‘No 
fusion! Nu deals! No compromise!"’ be our 
motto. Let our platform be so broad, just, 
clear and comprehensive that all who love 
God or home or country*an join the pro- 
cession now ready to move on to victory.

On the second 
ballot Ritter re ‘ceived 24 votes and was 
elected. Rev. Samuel Small of Geor- 
gia was elected permanent secretary. 

Soon after 4 o’clock the convention 
reassembled. After prayer and the in- 
troduction of old Prohibition leaders, 
the Committee on Permanent Organiza- 
tion reported. The rule giving States 
votes only for delegates present was 
Rey. Samuel 
Small presented a minority report, 
which he earnestly advocated in a 
speech. David Morgan of Minnesota 
opposed the minority report. The dis- 
cussion lasted nearly an hour and the 
the minority report was finally defeated 
and the majority report adopted. 

The convention then adjourned till 


p.m. 

At the evening session Col. Ritter of 
Indiana was installed as permanent 
chairman. In ins speech he attacked 
the Republican und Democratic parties 
for their cttitude on the liquor question. 
His remark tha: the old parties were 
keeping up a fend thirty years old, and 
that he wanted fo shake hands with the 
South, was greeted with great applause.

OPEN HOUSE AT GRAY GABLES. 


Ex-President Cleveland’s Neighbors Pay 
Him a Friendly Visit. 

Buzzarps Bay (Mass.,) June 29.—[By 
the Associated Press.| The villagersof 
Buzzards Bay and Bourne wert over to 
Gray Gables en masse this evening 
whey ex-President Cleveland held open 
house to his neighbors. At 6 o'clock 
the visitors began to arrive. The ex- 
President and wife received them in 
the square hall, which was tastefully 
bedecked with pine twigs. Rev. Mr. 
Chamberlain, at the head of the group, 
addressed a few words of neighborly 
greeting, expressing the thanks of the 
company for Cleveland’s invitation'to 
call. He said they also desired to ex- 
tend congratulations and assure Mr. 
Cleveland that there were no wishes 
more hearty for his success than those 
of his neighbors in Bourne. 

Mr. Cleveland replied briefly, express- 
ing deep gratification at the kind 
wishes, saying that he deemed the re- 
spect of his fellow-citizens, trust of his 
friends and affectionate esteem of his 
neighbors as among the dearest things 
of life, and he believed no honors can 
furnish personal gratification except 
such as are based upon these sentiments. 
He was aware that many of them dif- 
fered in political thought, ‘‘but,’’ he 
said, “this detracts nothing from our 
good citizenship, provided our political 
ideas and beliefs are based upon delib- 
erate, couscientious and patriotic re- 
flection. It may be that we wouldn’t be 
so widely apart if we understood each 
other better. Atany rate, I’m happy 
in the belief that you don’t suspect me 
any more than 1 do you of any desire to 
injure the interests of the people or 
country.’’

BRITISH COMMERCIAL CONGRESS. 
Proposed [Retaliation Against the Work- 


ings of the McKinley Act, 


“Lonpoy, June 29. —[By Cable and the 
Associated Press.]. Among the impor- 
tant resolutions to be discussed by~ the 
chambers of commerce congress are the 
following: The Winnipeg (Mani‘oba) 
Board of Trade will move: 

That in the opinion of this congress the 
time has come or isclose at hand when the 
people of Great Britain can with confidence 
look tothe colonies and dependencies cf 
the empire for that portion of their bread- 
stuff which they find it necessary to import 
from year to year. The rapid development 
of the grain production of India, Canada 
and Australia during the past ten years 
clearly indicates that these countries will 
soon have annually an export surplus of 
grain in excess of the annual import de- 
mand of Great Britain, and it will be alto- 
gether unnecessary for the latter to look 
for suppiies to foreign countries, especially 
those whose tariff laws are so framed as to 


Great Britain and the British colonies. 

That this congress sees the best method 
of securing this end by a system of tariff in 
the mother country, discriminating against 
grain and other food products of foreign 
nations and in favor of like imports from 
the colonies and dependencies, and in simil- 
lar action bythe colonies and dependen- 
cies in favor of the mother country’s man- 
ufactured products. The congress favors 
such action in the belief that its enactment 
would act as a check upon the national sel- 
fishness which at the present time seems to 
inspire nations in framing their cariff laws, 
anu that itsenforcement wouldin a compar- 
atively few. years practically force the 
great nations ot the .world into a much 
freer system of trade intercourse than now 
exists between them. | 

Similar resolutions, favoring tariff 
retaliation against the United States, 
were presented by the Chambers of 
Commerce of Montreal, Toront® and 
Regina, N. W. T. The Chamber of 
Commerce cf Trinidad, British West In- 
dies, declares the McKinley law favor- 
able to the West Indies and says that 
the general feeling is that every rea- 
sonable effort should be made to retain 
the United States market as the best 
yet found for the principle staple of 
sugar. Delegates of the Regina Board 
of “Trade will refer the followi ing: 


Resolved, that the Board of Trade of Re- 
gina, N. W. T., Canada, would heartily 
favor the extension of trade upon the pre- 
ferential basis throughout all parts of the 
British Fmpire, and believe it would be of 
the highest collective “and individua! ad. 
vantage. Further, thatthe provisions of 
any foreign treaty, imposing limitations 
upon the full development of trade be- 
tween Canada and other parts of the Brit- 
ish Empire, should be at once avrogated. 

Im advocating the above we wish it un- 
derstood that, while we desire free trade 
with the British Empire, we have no desire 
to interfere. either now ocr at any,time, 
with the fiscal or pclitical liberty at present 


and we believe if such a scheme could be 
carried out inthe near future it wouid bea 
just retaliation to the United States for the 
recent legislation affecting the trade reia- 
tions of Great Britain and Canada wiih the 
United States. 


THE CHOLERA SCOURGE. 


Vigorous Efforts Eeing Made to Check 
the Progress of the Disense. 

Sr. Pztrrspuac, June 29.—/By Ca- 
ble and Associated Press.}] The doc- 
tors sent by the government have ar- 
rived at Baku to aid in combatting the 
ravages of cholera. The Russian flo- 
tilla in the Caspian, Sea has been or- 
dered to watch all ships leaving Persian 
ports. Quarantine stations in the 
transcaspian .territory have been in- 
creased in number, A week has been 
added tothe time of quarantine. All 
imports of food are subjected to a strict 
medical: examination. Everything 
known to medical science will be done 
tostamp out the scourge. At Dzisak, 
Turkestan, there were 130 deaths in 
four days, The epidemic prevailsin a 
more virulent form at Kaahka in the 
trarscaspian territory. Brandy, sugar 
and tea are daily: distributed’ to the 
troops. 

The fears that the disease would in- 
vade European Russia have been real- 
ized. Already several hundred cases 
are reported this side of the frontier.

Crippted=The Whitta--- 
ker-Lombard Suit Decided— 
Court Notes. 


At 10 o'clock yesterday morning 


| Charles Pinard;-who enjoys the unenvi- 


able distinction of being the first man 
to be convicted under the new statute 
of March, 1891, entitled “‘An act to 
prevent the placing or keeping or leav- 
ing of married women in houses of pros- 
titution, etc.,’’ appeared before Judge 
Smith in Department One to receive 
sentence. 

Although a great deal of interest had 
been manifested in the case when it 
was on trial, there was not a very large 
crowd present to witness the closing 
scene, but this was probably due to the 
fact that but few people can get away 
during the morning hours. Among the 
spectators were the complainant, Mrs. 
Anna L. Pinard, and her mother, Mrs. 
Stewart, both of whom evinced a lively 
interest in the proceedings. 

When the case was called’ by Judge 
Smith the defendant’s counsel, Calvin 
Edgerton, Esq., moved the Court that 
the verdict! rendered therein on June 
22 last in that court be set aside and a 
new trial be granted the defendant 
upon the following grounds: 

First—That. said verdict is against the 
law and the evidence in said case. 

Séecond—That the District Attorney in his 
closing argument to the.jury made an as- 
sertion of fact not in evidence, to-wit: ‘‘We 
did not offer the letters, because we have 
not got them.”’ 

This motion upon being submitted 
was by the Court denied, and Judge 
Smith thereupon ordered the defendant 
to stand up. 

In response tothe customary ques- 
tion as to whether or nothe knew of 
any just cause or impediment why sen- 
tence should not be passed upon him, 
Pinard briefly, but earnestly, addressed 
the Court on his own behalf, to the 
effect that he was not to blame for his 
wife’s return to Maud Cameron’s house 
of prostitution, as she went there of her 
own volition, although it had been ex- 
pressly understood when he married her 
that she would leave the “place and lead 
life. Sheand. her mother, 
however, had put up a jobon him out 


| of spite, because he left her and went 


tosea ashort.time ago. He asked the 
Court to be as lenient as possible with 
him on account of his family, who were 
respectable people, back East, by whom 
the disgrace of his conviction would be 
keenly felt. 

In passing sentence upon the defend- 
ant, Judge Smith said: 


Charles Pinard, nothing you can say will 
avail you now, tor after a fair and impar- 
tial trial by a jury of your peers, you have 
been convicted of ~a crime against the mor- 
als of the community, and it only remains 
for me to carry out the relentless provi- 
sions of the law you have violated. Your 
present condition is nothing but the natu. 
ral consequence of your ownacts If a 
woman leaves her husband and deliber- 
ately enters a house of prostitution 
of her own free will, in spite of 
his remonstrances, and the husband find. 
ing his efforts unavailing, abandons her 
to hér inevitable fate, and goes about his 
own business, Iam of the opinion that 
the husband’s tacit acquiescence would not 
constitute a violation of the statute under 
which you were convicted. But you did 
not do this, and your admission to having 
written at least six letters to your wife de- 
manding money from her leaves no parti- 
cle of doubt as to your guilt, If you look 
back upon your life for the past few years 
you will f nd very little in it worthy of ap- 
probation. You deliberatel turned your 
back upon your father and mother and 
your family for a downward course, of 
which your present position is the logical 
result. You made your bed with the disso- 
lute and must abide the consequences. 
You are still a young man, 28 years of age, 
and there is yet time for you to correct 
your evil propensities. Charles Pinard, 
the Court, taking into consideration vour 
youth and the circumstances surrounding | 
the case, willinflict the minimum penalty 

rovided, and it is therefore ordered, ad- 
judged and decreed that you be imprisoned 
in the State prison at San Quentin for the 
term of three years. 

Pinard, who exhibited a good deal of 
nervousness while the Court was ad- 
dressing him, was completely oyercome 
upon the reception of his senterice, and 
sinking wearily into the nearest chair, 

stung ggled desperately to restrain him- 
from crying. 

ANOTHER HEAVY SUIT FOR DAMAGES. 
The trial of the case of Georgia Belle 


Van Steenberg, by her guardianad litem, 


vs. the Los Angeles. Pasadena and Glen- 
dale Railway Company, an action to 
recover $60,000 damages, alleged to 
have been sustained by reason of the 
negligence of defendant's employés, 
was commenced before Judge McKinley. 
and a jury in Department Six yester- 
day, Messrs. Moye Wicks, Wilson and 
Lamme appearing for the plaintiff and 
Messrs. Burnett and Gibbon represent- 
ing the defendant. 

The jurors selected to try the case 
were: J. J. Adams, R. J. Bayley, J. S. 
Bennett, W. F. Brigham, J. Langdon, J. 
M. Mitchell, D. D. Morton, O. 
Roberts, J. K. Swanfelt, U. S.. G. Tedd 
and R. E. Wirsching. 

The plaintiff, a bright little girl, 
thirteen years of age, is well known in 
this city, she having for some time past 
eked out a precarious living by selling 
flowers to tourists at the leading hotels 
and restuarants, appeared in court on 
crutches, with her guardian an aunt, 
and her crippled condition appealed 
very strongly to the sympathies of the 
jury and spectators. 

The complaint in the case alleged 
that about 11 o’clock on the morning 
of May 7, 1890, the plaintiff was walk- 


‘ing along defendant's track and at- 


tempted to cross the defendant’s bridge 
over the Arroyo Seco, which was gen- 
erally used by the public, as, with the 
exception of another railroad bridge, 
half a mile distant, it was the only 
means of crossing the arrovo on foot. 
While she was on the bridge one of de- 
fendant’s trains came along at the rate 
of twenty miles an hour without ring- 
ing a bell or blowing a whistle, and 
rounding a curve, which was hidden by 
a large sycamore tree, ran over her, 
cutting off a large patt of both her feet, 
thereby crippling her for life. It. is 
further alleged that the defendant was 
negligent, in that the machinery of the 
locomotive was out of .order, so that 
the engineer could’ not stop after he 
had reversed the engine, when he saw 


the plaintiff, and also that the air). 


brakes were defective. 

In support of these claims, Dr. H. B. 
Wing, the surgeon who attended to the 
girl’s injuries, was examined and the 


plaintiff's shoes and stockings were

taken off, in order to show the jury her 
crippled feet. The deposition of En- 
gineer Frank A. Martin was then read. 
in spite of a vigorous objection on the

More About County Division. 

If the Chamber of Commerce or any 
other representative organization en- 
ters into a conference with a committee 
representing the prosvective Pomona 
county, we suggest that they propose 
a little carving on our own account. 
We are not bound to passively concur 
in every subdivision scheme that is 
broached by people on the outskirts, 
let them take their slice and then keep 
all that is left. 

It appears to us as feasible to outline 
the boundaries of Los Angeles county 
as follows: Beginning on the north- 
west ata point twelve or fifteen miles 
north of Santa Monica Bay, where the 
Ventura county line makes a sharp 
elbow, running thence in a straight 
line due east toa point in the Sierra 
Madre range north of the San José 
Hills, thence due south, between Glen- 
dora and San Dimas to the Orange 
county line, and thence southwest to 
the ocean. This would give us Santa 
Monica, the Soldiers’ Home and Monte 
Vista, Glendale, Caflada, Pasadena, 
Altadena and the range of foothill 
towns to and including Glendora and 
Alosta. It:+would include within our 
boundaries the whole of the San Ga- 


briel and Los dAngeies Valleys. 
It would exclude on the north 
a large, sparsely settled, partly 
mountainous country, the oil produc- 


ing section about Newhall and Antelope 
Valley. That section might be or- 
ganized as a separate county or it might- 
be attached 


We should insist on including the 
whole of the San Gabriel Valley on the 
east because it is naturally tributary to 
Los. Angeles. The people of Glerdora 
at the head of the yalley are especially 
desirous to remain with Los Angeles, 


nents tothe fornier division project. 
They should, of.right.'remain. | 

Ifthe proposed new county of Po- 
mona were obiiged to be content with 
the territory carved from Los Angeles 
county on the east, it would be rather 
small, as such subdivisions go in this 
State, but the probabilities all point 
to the cutting up of San Bernardino 
county in the near future, and no doubt 
a strip of this territory would be allot- 
ted to Pomona, thus making a county 
of reasonable area and population. 

Our representatives should insist 
strongly upon these lines or a close ap- 


logical, symmetrical and include only 
territory which is naturally tributary to 
Los Angeles. The present county seat 
is now, and must always continue to be, 
the most convenient for all the people 
residing within the area outlined. We 
shall thus be reliefed from future 
county carving. 

Our representatives should also insist, 
as intimated yesterday, on a complete 
revision of our system of county gov- 
ernment. We should have thé number 


courts reduced to. an economical and |. 
fairly efficient basis for the rejuvenated | 


county.’ Our Superior Courts should be 
reduced to three, and the whole ma- 
chinery of the law scaled down ac- 
cordingly, We should have other 
branches of government reduced where- 
ever they are likely. to prove unwieldy 
and extravagant. At the same time, 
we might be able to carry out the sug- 
gestions of our late grand jury and make 
at least a partial consolidation of the 
city and county governments. If it be 
possible we should have for both dne 
assessor, one tax collector, one trefis° 
urer and one auditor. Aclose investi- 
gation might show that other offices 
could be consolidated. 

This would accomplish a great saving 
in public expenditures which would be 
a boon to the tax-paying public. This 
and this alone will make the division 
scheme popular with the people at 
large. 


A Weird Electrical Storm. 

Electrical phenomena that accom- 
panied the storm of last week which 
swept overthe Jersey shores within full 
view of New York city are being dis- 
cussed far and wide, and will long con-. 
tinue the subject of great interest to 
scientists. A New York paper, the 
Commercial Advertiser, says that upon 
the gloomy masses of black cloud that 
hung over the New Jersey highlands, 
behind a rampart of deep gray, were 
developed twodistinct patches of glow- 
ing red. The sun had set fora full 
quarter of an hour before they appeared 
in the northwest, but to account for the 
brilliancy of the glow it was supposed 
at first that the marked spots were 
where a thinner blanket of cloud per- 
mitted the sunset glow to penetrate. 
As they moyed northward, however, it 
became evident that they were self- 
luminous banks of vapor, through which - 
in every direction the most vivid bolts 
of lightning were darting so incessantly 
as to make an irregular and ever- 
changing network of electric flames. 
upon the deep red background. So 
charged were these clouds with elec- 
tricity that they positively glowed with 
light, and continued to do so until they 
disappeared, half or three-quarters of 
an hour later in the murk toward the 
north. : 

Proof that they derived their lumi- 
nosity from the electricity with which 
they were charged could be deduced, 
doubtless, by experts from the constant 
play of currents between them. But 
Newark, over which the more northerly 
cloud first appeared, bears witness of 
quite another kind. There, without 
any special count of bursting bolts, an 
outpouring of electrical energy occurred 
which gave realistic proofs of its 
presence that carried ruin with them. 
The wires of the telegraph and trolley 
systems took up more than they could 
carry of the load and burned out arma- 
tures of cars, motors, arc and incandes- 
cent lights, and even destroyed the 
appliances for working the bellows of 
an organ. The contents of the clouds 
were carried into human habitations in 
a way that would not have been 
dreamed of a few years ago. Happily’ 
the impromptu distribution of energy 
was not attended with loss of life. ~ 

The Commercial Advertiser adds: 


Rare as is the phenomenon of luminously 
electrified clouds, itis especially interest- 
ing because it repeats upon a small terres- 
trialscale events that occur in the outer 
universe billions of miles away. It is now 


cle presented by the new star in the con- 
stellation Auriga a few months ago was 
partially due to electricity. Two enormous 
suns, passing each other within a short dis- 
tance of a few hundreds of millions of 
miles—so close, indeed, that the most pow- 
erful telescope failed to separate them-—at 
an inconceivable rate of speed, so electri- 
filed each other that they glowed with vastly 
magnitied light. The spectroscope told the 
story of this casual meeting on the high- 
ways of outer space, and explained the. na- 
ture of the mutual salute. 

The same laws of nature that seemed to 
create a visible sun billions of miles away 
kindled the evening glow that added to her 
New Jersey pyrotechnical display. ~ 


As DemocraTic papers all over the 
country are attempting to makea han- 
dle of the reduction of wages in the 
Carnegie iron works in Pennsylvania 
and boldly charging it up as one of the 
results of the McKinley tariff, it is 
proper to show that the new tariff does 
not maintain even the former protec- 
tion for the iron industry.

HE IS FOR HARRISON. 


Hon. H. T. Gage Detines His Position in. 
the Presidential Campaign. 


In an article published in the Herald 


Republicans, Hon. H. T. Gage is repre- 
sented as being opposed to the election 
of President Harrison. In reply to the 
statement, Mr. Gage yesterday defined 
his position in the present campaign as 
follows, which leaves no doubt as to 
where he stands:

I 
believe that such Goctrine should, in addi- 
tion to the national platform, be incorpor- 
ated in the 
platforms; and then, whether Cleveland or 
Harrison should be ultimately be elected, 
the policy of the State would be shaped in 
accordance with the views of the people of 
this State. But all objections that could 
be assigned by any Republican against Har- 
rison would apply with greater force to 
Cleveland, and this is especiallv true in 
reference to second term: propositioas, as 
Cleveland furnishes the svle example in 
the history of politics in this country of a 
President running for that office for a 
third time. As against Cleveland I am en- 
thusiastically for Harrison.

What “Jayhawker” Knows About 
the New Secretary of State. 


The Largest Man in all Respects That In. 
diana Has Eyer Given to the Puab-

the Preside ntial nomination as agreed 
between himself and Mr. Elkins, 
who was acting for Mr. Blaine. Col 


John W. Foster is the largest man in all’} 


respects which the State of Indiana has 
riven to the public service. He was a 
jawyer-editor when the civil war be- 
gan, and though of delicate physique he 
at once enlisted, and was made major 
of his regiment, the Twenty-fifth In- 
diana Infantry. He was promoted to 
Hieutenant-colonel and then colonel, and 
resigned in the fall of 1864 in broken 


health. His military record was 
marked by a close attention to 
duty. In 1876 he was chairman 


ofthe Republican State Central Com- 
mittee, Hon. G. S. Orth being the can- 
didate for Governor. Four weel prior 
to the election seriovs charges were 
brought against Mr. Orth. He was 
called upon to deny them, which he re- 
fused to do, and Col. Fostor, knowing 
that defeat must result, removed him 
from the ticket and substituted Mr. 
Benjamin Harrison, who was defeated 
after a heroic campaign. This was 
Harrison’s start in political life. It 
was known when be went on the ticket 
that he would be defeated, but some one 


had to be sacrificed for the .party, and] 


Gen. Harrison went to his defeat man- 
fully. That was the bravest and great- 
est act of his life—but hé owed the op- 
portunity to Col. Foster. 

Those who have the pleasure of an 
intimate acquaintance with Col. Foster 
recognize his ability. He is level- 
headed, uever going of at half-cock. 
In the midst of all the jealousics grow- 
ing out of political ambitions of Indiana 
leaders, he has remained friendly with 
all, being always true to his county and 
party. 

When the office of Postmaster-Gen- 
eral in Mr. Arthur's Cabinet became va- 
cant, the Republicans of Indiana sent a 
petition tothe President, by the hands 
of Col. Foster, asking the appointment 
of Hon. W. H. Calkins to fillthe va- 
cancy. J was with Col. Foster when he 
handed the paper to the President. 
The firsé mame on the list was that of 
Judge Gresham. Said Mr. Foster: 
“Mr. President, you will observe that 
Gen. Gresham, whom we regard as one 
of the greatest and best men in Indiana, 
urges the appointment.”’ 

“How would Gresham do for Post- 
master-General? asked the President.’’ 

“A better selection could not be made 
in Indiana,’’ was Col. Foster's reply. 

“Do me the kindness to télegraph 
him and ask him if he will accept the 
office.’’ 

Col. Foster knew that the best ef feel- 
ing did not exist between Judge 
Gresham and Gen. Harrison, whe was 
then Senator, but he treated the Sen- 
ator with the courtesy which his office 
demanded, and the telegram. when sent, 
was to Gen. Harrison, asking him toe 
make the inquiry for the President. 
The whole thing was done gracefully, 
and with a tact which showed the 
thoughtful character of Mr. Foster. 

In 1883-4 [ found quit: a sentiment 
in favor of Col. Fwster as Indiana's can- 
didate for Vice-President—a sentiment 
which he modestly refused to encour- 

age. Had he been willing to do so, he 
could have been on the ticket in place 
of Gen. Logan. Col. Foster is now in 
his mental and physical prime, with a 
wider knowledge ofthe affairs of our 
Government than any man living—not 
excepting Senator Sherman. It is not 
in diplomacy alone that Mr. Foster ex- 
‘cels; he has great executive ability—al. 
ways cool, Geliberate and entirely de- 
voted to hisGovernment. In the per- 
formance of a public’ duty he always 
sinks himself and reaognizes only iis 
obligations to the public. Without 
noise or parade, the affairs of the State 
Department wil! be wisely administered, 
and the President will lave a safe ad- 
viser in all public matters.

Another Question Raised as to 
Deputies’ Salaries. 


One of General Interest, Especially 
to Those “Out of a Job: 

List Of Téathers of Bernard:no- 

Public Schools Completed.

‘SAN BERNARDINO. 

Since the decision of the Supreme Court 
was renderea, cutting off the salaries of 
the deputies in county offices, these depu- 
ties have been devoting much time to the 
study of the constitution and laws of Cali- 
fornia and have found some things which 
they do not altogether understand. Sec. 
tion 19, Art. V. of the Constitution of 
California provides for the salaries of 
State officers. After stipulating the sum 
which the Governor, Lieutenant-Governor, 
Secretary of State, Comptroller, Treasurer, 
Attorney-General and Surveyor-General 
shall receive, it added a proviso that the 
Legislature may diminisb, b t in no case 
increase the salaries. It then adds: ‘No 
salary shall be authorized by law for cleri- 
ical service in any office provided for in 
this article, exceeding $1600 per annum 
for each clerk employed.” An examina. 
tion of the Political Code shows that all 
deputies are held to be clerks. An exami- 
nation of the California Blue Book shows 
that in the Secretary of State’s office one 
deputy is paid $2400 and two book-keepers 
$2000 each per annum. In the State Con- 
troller’s office one deputy is paid $2400 
and one book-keeper $2000 a year. In the 
| Treasurer's office a deputy receives a $2400 
and a book-keeper a $2000 salary. The 
question the ‘deputies out of a job” are 
asking is, ‘‘How can the above salaries be 
paid, when they are so plainly in violation 
of the Constitution of the State, which has 
never been amended so as to admit of such 
salaries?’’

While aresident of this city 
young Schneider was a bright and popular 
young man, having a host of very warm 
friends. But little is known: of his career 
in San Francisco, but one of his friends 
said to THE TIMES reporter yesterday that 
he had heard the young man had taken to 
drink and by this downward step had lost 
several good drug positions in the past few 
months. His friends now believe that he 
became despondent, and in an hour of dis- 
sipation resolved to end his existence. 
The San Francisco Examiner of June 28 
gives the following account of the finding 
of the body: : 
“Timothy Welsh and Timothy Hogan, 
who are employed in the Park conserva- 
tory, were on their way to work .yesterday 
morning when they discovered the badly 
decomposed remains of a manin a clump 
of bushes. About fifty feet away from the 
Geary street entrance.

What “Jayhawker” Knows At 
the New Secretary of States 


The Largest Man In all Respects That In. |” 


diana Maa Eyer Given te the Pab- 
lic Service—His War 
Record, 


In THE Den, Jane 29. 
“The Present tas“ at 
appointment Which he po doubt would 
have made when he went into office, had 
it not been for the unfortunate agree- 
ment to appoint Blaine asa return for 
the Preside ntial nomination as agreed 
upon between himself and Mr. Elkins, 
who was acting for Mr. Blaine. Col 
John W. Foster is the largest man in all 
respects which the State of Indiana has 
ziven to the public service. He was a 
lawyer-editor when the civil war be- 
gan, and though of delicate physique he 
at once enlisted, and was made major 
of his regiment, the Twenty-ffth In- 
diana Infantry. He was promoted to 
lieutenant-colonel and then colonel, and 
resigned in the fallof 1864 in broken 


health. His military record was 
marked by a close attention to 
duty. In 1876 he was chairman 


. ofthe Republican State Central Com- 
mittee, Hon. G. S. Orth being the can- 
didate for Governor. Four wee prior 

to the election seriovs charges were 
brought against Mr. Orth. He was 
called upon to deny them, which he re- 
fused to do, and Col. Fostor, knowing 
that defeat must result, removed him 
from the ticket and substituted Mr. 
Benjamin Harrison, who was defeated 
after a heroic campaign. This was 
Harrison’s start in political life. It 
was known when be went on the ticket 
that he would be defeated, but some one 
had to be sacrificed forthe party, and 
Gen. Harrison went to his defeat man- 
fully. That was the bravest and great- 
est act of his life—but he owed the op- 
portunity to Col. Foster. 

Those who have the pleasure of an 
intimate acquaintance with Col. Foster 
recognize his ability. He is level- 
headed, never going of at half-cock. 
In the midst of all the jealousies grow- 
ing out of political ambitions of Indiana 
leaders, he has remained friendly with 
all, being always true to his county and 

arty. 

When the office of . Postmaster-Gen- 
eral in Mr. Artbur’s Cabinet became va- 
cant, the Republicans of Indiana sent 3 
petition to the President, by the hands 
_of Col. Foster, asking the appointment 
of Hon. W. H. Calkins to fill the va- 
cancy. J was with Col. Foster when he 
handed the paper-to the President. 
The firsé mame on the list was that of 
Judge Gresham. Said Mr. Foster: 
“Mr. President, you will observe that 
Gen. Gresham, whom we regard as one 


of the greatest and best men in Indiana, | 


urges the appointment.”’ 

“How would Gresham do for Post- 
master-General? asked the President.’’ 

“A better selection could not be made 
in Indiana,’’ was Col. Foster's reply. 

“Do.me the kindness to télegraph 
him and ask himif he will accept the 
office.’’ 

Col. Foster knew that the best ef feel- 
ing did not exist between Judge 
Gresham and Gen. Harrison, whe was 
then Senator, but he treated the Sen- 
ator with the courtesy which his office 
demanded, and the telegram, when sent, 
was to Gen. Harrison, asking him to. 

make the inquiry for the President. 
The whole thing was done gracefully, 
and with a tact which showed the 
thoughtful character of Mr. Foster. 

In 1883-4 I found quite a sentiment 
in favor of Col. Fwster as Indiana's can- 
didate for Vice-President—a sentiment 


which he modestly refused to encour} 


age. Had he been willing to do so, he 
could have been on the ticket in place 
of Gen. Logan. Col. Foster is now in 
his mental and physical prime, with a 
wider knowledge ofthe affairs of our 
Government than any man living—not 
excepting Senator Sherman. It is not 


in diplomacy alone that Mr. Foster ex-

SAN BERNARDINO. 
Since the decision of the Supreme Court. 
was renderea, cutting off the salaries of 
the deputies in cougty offices, these depu- 
ties have been devoting much time to the 
study of the constitution and laws of Cali- 
fornia and have found some things which 
they do not altogether understand. Sec. 
tion 19, Art. V. of the Constitution of 
California’ provides for the salaries of 
State officers. After stipulating the sum 
which the Governor, Lieutenant-Governor, 
Secretary of State, Comptroller, Treasurer, 
Attorney-General and Surveyor-General 
shall receive, it added a proviso that the 
Legislature may diminish, b t in no case 
increase the salaries. It then adds: ‘No 
salary shall be authorized by law for cleri- 
ical service in any office provided for in 
this article, exceeding $1600 per annum 
for each clerk employed.” -An examina- 
tion of the Political Code shows that all 
deputies are held to be clerks. An e i- 
nation of the California Blue Book sht®ws 
that in the Secretary of State’s office one 
deputy is paid, 32400 and two book-keepers 
$2000 each per annum. In theState Con- 
troller’s office one deputy is paid $2400 
and one book-keeper $2000 a year. In the 


| Treastrer’s Office a deputy receives a $2400 


and a book-keeper a $2000 salary. The 
question the ‘deputies out of a job’’ are 
asking is, ‘‘How can the above salaries be 
paid, when they are so plainly in violation 
of the Constitution of the State, which has 
never been amended so as to admit of such 
salaries?"’

Details of the Finding of the Sui- 
cide’s Body in San Francisco.

SANTA ANA. 
The friends of Henry Schneider, a for- 
mér well-known young man of this. city, 
who was found dead in Golden Gate Park, 
San Francisco, last Monday, mention of 
which was made in yesterday's TiMEs, are 
greatly pained to learn of his sad and 
tragicend. While aresident of this city 
young Schneider was a bright and popular 
young man, having a host of very warm 
friends. But little is known of his career 
in San Franclsco, but one of his friends 
said to THE TIMES reporter yesterday that 
he had heard the young man had taken to 


several good drug positions in the past few 
months. His friends now believe that he 
became despondent, and in an hour of dis- 
sipation resolved to end his existence. 

The San Francisco Examiner of June 28 
gives the following account of the finding 
of the body: 

“Timothy Welsh and Timothy Hogan, 
who are employed in the Park conserva- 
tory, were on their way to work yesterday 
morning when they discovered the badly 
decomposed remains of a manin a clump 
of bushes. About fifty feet away from the 
Geary street entrance. It is in 
such aterrible condition thatthe only hope 
of identification is by means of the cloth- 
ing. Nearthe body was an empty vial 
which is supposed to have contained poi- 
son, andin the coat pocket was found the 
following note, scrawled on a sheet of 
writing paper: ‘Please give me to some 
medical college for a stiff... A Masonic 
monitor. with the names of William Carel 
Fisher and Charles Peter Schneider, of 
Santa Ana Lodge, 241, Santa Ana, Cal., 
was also found in the coat pocket. a 
The body had evidently been in the brush 
for several weeks. The deceased wore a 
black double-breasted coat vest 
marked ‘Keller, Oakland,’’ and a pair of 
lavender-colored pantaloons, embroidered 
slippers, black stockings and a white -shirt 
cuffs with a bar of red running throuch 

them.”’ 

The body has since been identified, and 
the young man’s mother, who lives at Santa 
Rosa, notified of his untimely end.

‘cribs will be felt.by the property-hold- 
ers, Who are among some of the most 
prominent citizens, for the women bave 
been paying a rental of $815 a week for 
little 42x15 rooms, and it wil. be im- 
possible to rent.the ‘cribs’ for any 
other purpose. 

No steps have been taken to reform 
the inmates of the ‘parler’ houses, as 
places where from three to a dozen 
women live are called. These places 
are running at full blast, and it will be 
much harderto close them than the 
cribs. There are ten or twelve of them, 
and itis claimed they are supported 
principally by married men.
